They
emphasize in the ntrougastlanguage
that the local strike is not a sym-
pathetic affair and that they have
gone out becanse they have gr:ev-
ances of their own. While this is
troe the men will not go baock to
work if their own disagresments
with their employers are settled sat-
isfactorily wunless an
ble adjustment of questione at issue
is reached by President Small, ef
the National Telegraphers’ Union
and company officiale.

It Began March 1—Operator Was
Discharged—Dominion Is in
Sympathy With Strike—
Portland Men Walk
Out For Local
Reasons.

Portland, Auwng. 14.—Portland
Telegram: Twogreatcorporstions,
the Western Union and Poatal Tel-
agrapk companies, figuratively
speaking, the puloe of the business
world, are today engaged in a bitter
atru;gls with their thonsands ofem-
ployes throughout the United States.
Not sloce the famoue walkout of
the telegraphers in 1883, when al-
most to & man every operator left
his key, bave telegraph companies
been confronted with & ocondition
of affairs such ag existe today,. In
1883 the operators lost. This time
the balance sppears to be in their
favor. Conditions today are pot
what they were 25 years ago. At
the time of the tie-up in 1883 the
public did oot depend upon the tel-
egraph to the extent that acomplete
demoralization of bueiness occurr-
ed, although much inconvieace was
was feltin many distriots.

In the present crisls the situation
ie different, The rapid growth of
the country in the last two decades
has made the telegraph wire neceg-
sary adjunct to quick dispatch of
commaunications between every bus-
joess firm and individual in the
United States and Cauada. The
telegraph has kept pace with the
epirit of the timee and today 8 net-
work of wires ertends from every
metropolis touching every village
and hamlet from the Atlantic to
the Pacific and from the Gulf to
Alacka. The result of a complete
tieup of these wires haa caused sal-
most & total paralyzation of busi-
ness. Stock markets, brokers, grain
exchanges, merchants and the pub-
lic in general feel the blow which
suddenly takes them almost back
to the days when stage coaches and
ore train a day were the only
means of conveying communica-
tions.

The struggle that is now enpgag-
ing officials end labor uniona over
the entire country began Maich 1
las’, when a ten per cent. advance
io wages was snnounced by both the
Weetern Union and Postal Tele-
graph Comp ‘nies. This was made
at atime when the Commercial
Telegraphers’” Union of America
was making great inrosds among
the operators eecuring hundreda of
members with a view of presenting
their grievencie to 'he telegraph
companie:.

Immedia'ely following the ad-
vaoce March 1 theoperators alleged
that the advance was not impartial-
ly given and & demand for [urther
concessions w:s made which result-
ed in a strike of Western Union op-
erators in Oakland acd San Fran-
visco being called by President
Small, of the wunion, Jume 21.
Tbroogh the iotercession of Com.
Neilt, of the United States depart-
m: nt of labor, this strike was set-
tica several weeks later.

The telegraphers ea-ert the com-
penies agreed 1o re-employ all strik-
iog msn without discrimination
but the companies allege they sgreed
to reemploy the sirikers only on
conditions eatisfectory to them-
eelver,
